for the Convention.

WAS HOT 10 
INSTRUCT. 


Schuyler's Nomination for Delegate 


Caused the Sangamon County 


Crowd to Weaken—The 


Speeches. 


Tbe report of the proceedings of the 


Republican congressional convention for 
the 17th district given in these columns 
last evening did not contain some points 
of interest, owing to the IBCK of time, as 
the hour of going to press was at hand 
when tba convection adjourned. 
The 


proceeding 
were 
quite 
interesting 


throughout, not only on the main issue, 
(instructiors for McKinley) but also as 
to tbe details on the division of honors. 
Whenever Major McKinley's name was 
mentioned there was wild applause 
which continued for some momenta. 


There was no demmonstration when 


Cullom'e name was spoken. It was a 
McKinley convention to such an extent 
that Sangamon county was silenced. 
And yet the Sangamon county people 
with the seven votes from Christian and 
four from Menard they controlled, stood 
ready to fight instructions. Their plan 
was to first elect the delegates, and then 
if instructions came up they were to be 
voted down. But an important compli- 
cation arose which served to bring th.e 
instructions to the front and forced 
Sangamon eounty with her 31 votes to 
remain silent. It was not expected that 
Mr. Schuyler would be placed in nomi- 
nation. He had been stated for elector 
and it was understood just before the 
convention was called to order that he 
had consented to draw off ae a delegate 
candidate.

Bqt Schuyler being on the list 
for delegate brought about a change in

was demanded, and it was expected that 
the result would soon be known, every- 
bedr«*raming that Mr. Crea and Mr. 
Humphrey would be elected.

Mr. Ore* aroje and addressed tbe 


chair. He said: 


"1 want to say just a word baton pro- 


ceeding. The cumojittM on resolution* 
has uot yet reported. 
My oaaw haa 


been presented here ae a delegate and I 
want to aay this, so that all may under- 
stand it 
Macon county has 15'men 


who arc instructed for McKinley. (Great 
cheering.) 
1 don't know that I care to 


go to the convention. 
I have never 


asked anything of the party and don't 
know of anything that I want, but I will 
say this and servo notice on everybody 
at this time that if I am elected as a 
delegate to the convection I will obey 
the instructions and vote for Mb Me- 
Kinley. (Cheers)." 


Instantly there were cries for Hum- 


phrey and that gentleman at occe ref- 
ponded. He said: 


"I have been presented ae a candidate 


for this honor. I belong to Sangamou 
county, the ho'_ne of our honored Shelby 
M. Cullom. (Applause from his delega- 
tion and biases from the spectators.) My 
relations with him for a score of years 
have been of the closest and most inti- 
mate character. He is my friend and in 
a large degree my benefactor. 
I am 


personally acquainted with Mr. McKin- 
ley, but the araouncement of Mr. Cul- 
lom's candidacy left me hut one course 
and that wae to place him first in my 
mind. On that isssue we made our 
campaign 
in 
Sangamon 
county 


and carried 57 all the precincts. 
Our 


instructions for Cullom are aa strong 
aa Macoo's 
for 
McKinley. 
So 


much for our relative positions. 
The 


other counties had a fair teat and decided 
in favor of McKiUey. The district is for 
him on the record and it is due you that 
'I should say this much, as I can take no 
other course. If I go ae your delegate I 
shall obey with absolute fidelity your in- 
structions." 


"Will you vote for McKinleyf" called 


Clapper of Logan. 


"Moat assuredly I will," responded 


Humphrey. 


H. N. Schuyler was then called for 


and he said: 


"If I am elected a delegate I shall 
rota for McKinley, (cheers) whether io- 
atnicted to or not. I think that is all 
the convention wants" to know. 
There

struetioDs 'after 
tbe delegates are 


named." 


After the speech making another ef- 


fort was made to get the instructions 
before the convention before balloting 
began, but Sangamon county through 
Delegate Ridgely, son-in-law of Senator 
Cullom, vigorously opposed such action 
and ieeisted upon 
the call of the 


roll. They would not hear of anything 
else, and the 
secretary went ahead 


Only two counties voted—Christian, 3 
for Crec; 7 for Humphrey, and 10 for 
Schuyler; Logan, 9 for Crea and 9 for 
Schuyler. 
Then there was a scare. 


Macon 
was next on the list. What 


would she do was what Humphrey was 
thinking about, and Sangamou's course 
was the puzzle for Macon delegates. 
Some of the delegates turned pale in a 
hurry, and they got together to sift the 
situation. Crea and Humphray both 


were •eared, and bad one of them been 
left out there would have been a good 
riaad row in'the camp. It was a trying 
time and then was only one .way out of 
tbe mix to defeat Schuyler, and that 
was to get the instructions before tbe 
convention at once. And quite mag- 
nanimously Sangamon county through 
Mr. Humphrey withdrew objections to 
the presentation of instructions, end 
the committee retired in a formal way 
to bring them in. They had been pre 
pared in advance and were read by Dele 
gate^Clokey. They went through by 
unanimous vote, and then the roll call 
on delegates was completed. Schuyler 
received 10 votes, Crea 51, and Humph- 
rey 46. A Sangamoo county delegate in 
talking about the incident after the ad- 
journment said that it was a bitter pill 
for them to take in allowing the instruc- 
tions to go through but they "did it to 
aave Mr.'Crea." It w*s quite a scare, for 
both Sangamon and Macon counties. 
Humphrey was the man who waa really 
in danger. McKinley men .were more 
than pleased with the instructions. 


MAJOR CONNOLLY'S LEITSR. 


Just before tbe vote wae taken re- 


nominating Major Connolly for congress, 
allusion was made to a letter he had 
sent to be read, but it did uot arrive in 
time. It came later. Here it is: 


WASHINGTON, March 30,1396. 


To the chairman of tbe Seventeenth 


district Republican convention, Deca- 
tur: 


I congratulate the Republicans of the 


Seventeenth district on thesplendid aus- 
pices under which their district conven- 
tion meets, and if I did not feel that

the oratorical association has been the 
disturbing element among the literary 
BocietieB for Borne time. Various fac- 
ulty committees* have been appointed 
from time to time in order to investi- 


the matter and report on who is 


at fault The whole fight has been on 
the question whether the delegates of 
the literary societies shall have any say 
In the management of the oratorical as- 
sociation. This the association hitherto 
baa steadfastly refused to admit. Now, 
however, the whole aspect is changed. 
A new constitution baa been adopted 
by the. oratorical association, according 
to which the executive committee ia 
to be composed of one member from 
each literary society, with on equal 
number appointed from the association 
it large. 


The university for some time, past 


has been suffering from the effects of a 
fraternity war. The faculty has made 
a new rule in regard to the matter, and 
tfhis also is probably settled. 


But the faculty has evidently grown 


Aweary of settling disputes between war- 
ring factions ot the student body, and 
the council has recommended the ap- 
pointment of a committee which is to 
Itave general supervision over all the 
nffairs now controlled by students. The 
action has been favorably passed upon 
end the committee appointed. 
It is 


known that the committee numbers six 
or eighty and that Deans Judson and 
Terry are members. The duties of the 
new body, BO far as con be learned, will 
lie to exercise a censorship over all 
student organizations. 


This means a radical departure from 


the self-governing rules that are just 
now being adopted b) the eastern col- 
leges. In fact, ifa is a. reversion to tbe 
old aystera of complete control by Uie 
faculty. The committee will have 
chargeof fraternities, literary societies, 
g-lee club, vmndolin club, political or-_ 
ganizaturoa, student pnbKcaUonfl -and 
Uwne-wapaper correspondents, Thelat- 
ler, it seems, have been gathering too" 
much information to suit Hie heads of 
dffairs at the university, and they pro- 
pose to have it stopped.
